Necessary For Meters to be in Use 


When Increase is G ran ted - 


Bond Question Settled. 


Water consumers must 
put 
up 
their deposits for meters by May 1 
or the service will be discontinued 
without further notice. 
This is in 
accord with an order 
passed 
last 
night by the city 
council, 
in 
all 
about 370 users of water have not 
made application 
for 
meters 
al­ 
though 
the 
city 
ordered them in­ 
stalled about a year ago. 
The city 
is tired of waiting on these persons 
and decide on this drastic order as 
a result. 


Another thing that prompted the 
city to make this order is that the 
ruling of the public Service Com­ 
mission on the increase 
in 
water 
rates asked by the council'is expec­ 
ted to come anytime now, as this 
has also been before the commission 
for almost a year. 
If the rate raise 
is granted, then the city will have 
170 patrons not on meters and this 
is not in accord with orders of the 
commission. 
According to the regu­ 
lations of 
the 
commission, 
every 
consumer must he on a meter and 
for this reason the eitv is determin­ 
ed to he prepared when the order 
does come. 


Home people have refused to in- 
stal the meters and the city, through 
this*>order, will force these people to 
show where they stand. City Treas­ 
urer Steeh and Superintendent Ma- 
tun were instructed to play no fa ­ 
vorites. On and after May 1 the eitv 
treasurer will notify the superinten­ 
dent of all those who have not put 
up the necessary deposit for meters 
ami the water will be immediately 
cut off. 
The city now has over 800 
water meters in 
service 
and 
the 
council could see no reason why the 
balance of the consumers should not 
he on meters. 


The Herkless bond question was 
finally settled last night. 
The coun­ 
cil got down to actual work on this 
old question last night and stuck to 
the job until twelve o’clock in order 
to finish up the business. 
Herkless 
held several bond coupons for side­ 
walk improvements and the eitv re­ 
fused to pay only the amount that 
had been collected in on the streets.! 
The agreement was finally 
reached 
with the understanding that Ilerk- 
less was to receive all that had been 
paid in and then this fall the proper­ 
ty against which 
the 
assessments 
have not been paid will be sold for 
the taxes. 
The council went over 
each street on which Herkless held 
the coupons and threshed out the 
problem. 


Several 
sewer 
assessments 
in 
North Perkins street in the Stewart 
and Tompkins addition 
have 
not 
been paid although 
the 
city 
has 
waited a long time for the money. A 
motion passed the council that the 
assessment be paid or the service 
would he discontinued. 


The council discussed the prob­ 
able time the street

The oiling does better when 
placed 
on the

warm 
weather and the 
council 
decided 
that the 
contractor 
should 
start 
work when the temperature got up 
around seventy degrees. 


Superintendent 
Mahin 
reported 
that the air compressor at the water 
and light plant had been overhauled 
and put in working order. 
The total 
cost of the work including labor and 
materials was $295. 


The eitv will he without fire pres­ 
sure or fire protection from the water 
plant starting tonight at seven-thirty 
o’clock. Some necessary repairs wil 
he made at the water plant and for 
this reason there will he no fire pres­ 
sure available. There will he enough 
water in the mains for domestic use: 
The work at the plant will require 
about six hours. 
Two new valves 
are to be placed in the pumps and at 
the same time the reservior will he 
cleaned, as is usually done 
in 
the 
spring. 
The engineer of 
the 
fire 
engine will he stationed at the engine 
house tonight and the city will he a f­ 
forded fire protection in this manner. 
The repairs will in no way affect the 
electric light plant.

oca lily in Rush county.

of Indiana names is described. It may 
be there are persons in Rush county 
who are aware of some 
facts that 
would he helpful ti the sate geologist 
in his collection of data. If they will 
upply them he will be obliged. 
While observing that study such 


a s this is not geology in a technical 
sense,Mr. Barrett states that he finds 
i rising Interest in the general sub­ 
ject of Indian lore and Indian evi­ 
dences, and, as he notes a rapidly in-

W LL BE HELP IN FARM WORK 


System is Arranged Whereby Pre­ 


diction Will be in Hands of News­ 


papers Wednesday Morning 


Washington, 
April 
21.—A 
new 
weekly weather forecast 
designed 
• 
o 
especially to aid farmers in plann­ 
ing their farm operations and ship­ 
pers 
of 
perishable 
products 
to 
handle their goods with reference to 
expected weather conditions, was in­ 
augurated by 
the 
United 
State> 
weather bureau on April 20, and will 
he continued during the crop sea­ 
son. 
In order to have these weekly 
forecasts reach the 
farmers 
and 
shippers in .small towns 
with the 
least 
possible delay, the bureau al­ 
bas arranged a System whereby 
the forecast will be taken, Tuesday 
and reach the weekly newspapers, 
especially in the corn, 
wheat 
and 
cotton districts, by mail on Wednes­ 
day morning—which will he in time 
for the greatest number of them to 
use tin* information in their editions. 
In this way it is believed that the 
forecast for the week commencing 
Wednesday morning will he in the 
hands of most of the fanners and 
shippers in the small towns, through 
the medium of the 
weekly 
news­ 
papers. Wednesday night, Thursday 
or Friday—thus giving 
them 
the 
benefit of from (> to 4 days of ad­ 
vance forecast. 


The forecast will he prepared at 
Washington on 
Tuesday 
morning 
and will cover the week commenc­ 
ing Wednesday. 
They will he tele­ 
graphed to the State 
distributing 
centers 
of 
the 
Weather 
Bureau 
where they will he immediately print­ 
ed and put in the mails to reach the 
weekly newspapers in the 
territory 
of each station early Wednesday, or 
in time for insertion by 
the 
vast 
majority of them. 
It is expected 
that the>e forecasts will be ready for 
mailing from the distributing cen­ 
ter- by 3:00 p. m. or 4:00 p. m. each 
Tuesday. 
In case mail facilities are 
not such as to insure their receipt 
in time to he used by the papers, the 
forecasts will he telegraphed to edi­ 
tors, when so desired, at press ra te s 
at their expense. 
As 
a rule the 
messages will contain from 30 to 40 
words. 


The daily papers which take press 
association services will secure the 
forecast by wire through the several 


p r e s s associations, which have \ol- 
unteered to cooperate in its distribu­ 
tion. 


Each 
distributing 
center 
will 
receive by telegraph the forecast for 
the entire district in which it is lo­ 
cated. 
The service at first will he mailed 
only to those weekly papers which 
replied to a letter from the Weather 
Bureau to the effect that they wish 
the service. 
Editors of other week­ 
ly papers, 
or agricultural, papers 
Thursday, or Friday, 
or of daily 
papers which do not receive press- 
assoeiation service, and who wish 
these forecasts by mail can obtain 
them by writing to the “Official in 
Charge. U.S. Weather Bureau Office,” 
at the nearest 
distributing center 
from which they can receive the fore­ 


c a s t s bv mail in time for publication.

IT IS HELD TO BE SERIOUS

Washington, April 21.—War Sec­ 
retary this afternoon received from 
General Funston a report concerning 
the firing by Mexicans on a United 
States army aeroplane near Browns­ 
ville.

Ruling of Justice Andrews in $50,- 


000 Libel Suit Cuts Out Sen­ 


sational Evidence Planned. 


SETBACK FOR TH E DEFENSE 


Still Roosevelt is Allowed to Picture 


Barnes as Political Boss, Domi­ 


nant and Powerful.

Colonel Riosevelt’s 
testimony of 
bipartisan bossisni charged against 
William Barnes was greatly limited 
today by the ruling of Trial Justice 
Andrews. 
The ruling cuts out much 
sensational evidence planned by the 
defense in the $50,000 libel suit and 
was regarded as a serious 
setback 
for Roosevelt. Justice Andrews rul­ 
ed that Roosevelt can not testify re­ 
garding matter not specially 
raised 
in justification of the libel 
charges 
and must limit his testimony in his 
answers. 
Roosevelt pictured Barnes as a po­ 
litical boss, dominant and all power­ 
ful. 
How Barnes’ grip on the Repu- 
liean machine was 
inherited 
from 
Secretary 
Platt and 
strengthened, 
was recounted by the former presi­ 
dent. 
Roosevelt 
recited 
conversations 
and 
produced 
letters 
picturing 
Barnes as the omnipotent Republican 
boss in New York state. 
He told 
how Barnes worked with Tammany 
Democrats to defeat 
legislation at 
Albany. 
As he spoke 
Roosevelt 
smacked 
the arm of the chair with the palm 
of his hand and showed his teeth. 
Col. Roosevelt was called to 
the 
stand a s a witness for the plaintiff, 
after a technical question of proper 
identification of the plaintiff and de­ 
fendant had been brought up by the 
lawyers. 
He was asked 
just 
one 
question. 
That was fhether he was 
the defendant in the action. 
He re­ 
plied in the offirmative and was then 
made a witness in his own behalf. 
He sketched his political 
career 
and with considerable pride discuss­ 
ed the regiment of Rough Riders lie 
organized for service in the Spanish 
war. 
He told where 
the 
recruits 
came from, where 
they 
gathered, 
where they went and just what they 
did. 
He even described 
the 
first 
brush with the 
Spanish f o r c e s and 
would have related orders

given the men under

New’ York, April 21.—Uncle Sam 
today opened bids for the construc­ 
tion of two dirigible balloons for the 
United States Navy. 
This is re­ 
garded as the first step towards the 
testing out by this government of 
the value of the Zeppelin type of air­ 
craft, which has already played a 
prominent part in the European war. 
Ilenry Woodhouse, chairman 
of 
the dirigible committee of the Aero 
Club of America, received from the 
Navy Department 
last 
month, 
a 
batch 
of 
proposed 
blanks 
and 
through the efforts of Mr. Wood- 
house, it is believed New York aero­ 
nautical circles have become inter­ 
ested in this latest effort on the part 
of the Navy to bring its aircraft 
efficiency up to the high standard 
maintained by European powers. 
The proposals call for the manu­ 
facture of two dirigibles of the non- 
rigid tye, which will not be over 175 
feet long by fifty feet high and 35 
feet wide, capable of carrying a load 
of 2,000 pounds 
or 
more. 
Uncle 
Sam's new dirigibles must also be 
able to ascend to at least 3,000 feet 
with a full load without disposing of 
ballast and must be able, also to 
come down not slower than six feet 
per second. 
It's not an easy matter to build 
an airship under such rigid quali- 
tications. 
Not only must the era i t 
have a speed of 25 miles or so per 
hour but must be able to keep up 
such speed for at least two hours. 
She wilt carry a car with an enclos­ 
ed body, sufficient to carry a crew 
of 8 men. 
Another unusual feature of the 
new Navy airships 
will

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'REMEDIES' FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


No Real Cure Possible From Patent 


Remedies Investigated by Gov­ 


ernment Scientists 


R E P O R T ON 
T H E IR 
F IN D IN G S 


After investigating under the Food 
and Drugs A< t a large number of 
preparations advertised as consump­ 
tion cures, the department of agri­ 
culture has not been able to discov­ 
er any that can in any sense be re­ 
garded as “ cures” for tuberculosis. 
Some contain drugs that may 
at 
times afford some temporary relief 
from the distressing symptoms 
of 
the disease, but this is all. 
Since the 
passage of federal legislation pro­ 
hibiting the shipment in 
interstate 
commerce of medioinal preparation# 
for 
which 
false 
and 
fraudulent 
claims are made, has been a maked 
tendency to label these preparations 
“ remedies ’ instead of 
“ cures” 
or 
“ infallible cures” as they used to be 
called. 
In many cases however, they 
can not 
even 
be 
regarded 
as 
remedies. 
A “ cherry balsam” for example, 
for the “ cure” of “ consumption” and 
hemorrhage of the lungs,” which 
it 
was represented would “ strike at the 
very root of the disease” was found 
on analysis to be nothing but a sol­ 
ution in water and alcohol of opium, 
sugar, benzaldehyde, inorganic salts 
and Coloring matter. 
It contained 
no cherry bark extract or balsam. 
A more elaborate “ cure” consisted 
of five different preparations which 
the credulous patient 
was 
to take 
separately. 
These were 
first, 
the 
medicine proper, the essential ingre­ 
dients of which were found 
to be 
morphine, cinnamic acid and arsenic 
not a very safe mixture to 
take 
habitually; second a tonic which was 
supposed to contain iron but did not; 
third, a “ cough mixture” made up of 
alcohol, 
choloform 
and 
codicnc 
which is aderivativo 
of 
opium 
or 
irtorphine; fourth a mixture which 
contained, some quinine and a solu­ 
tion of water and alcohol; and fifth 
codeine tablets. 
Even the strongest 
constitution could hardly 
stand 
a 
prolonged course of such a treat­ 
ment. 
Tn the marketing of such prepar­ 
ations considerable ingenuity is fre­ 
quently shown. 
One of the main ob ­ 


jects is to persuade the patient that 
he i,-> receiving at 
a 
comparatively 
low price the individual attention of 
a trained specialist. 
For this pur­ 
pose, symptom blanks are employed. 
These contain a number of questions 
about the patient’s symptoms, the 
number varying ft'am a dozen or so 
to as many as 70 or 80. 
The patient 
is led to believe that the information 
which he furnishes in reply to these 
questions will he carefully consider­ 
ed before any medicine is prescrib­ 
ed for him, though every physician 
knows that an accurate 
diagnosis 
cannot possibly lie made in this way. 
As a matter of fact none is attempt­ 
ed and the degree of attention which 
these individual reports receive can 
he measured by the fact that cases 
have come under the observation of 
the department in which mail order 
concerns doing a business of this 
kind have 
received 
as 
many 
as 
4,000 letters a day. 
After the patient has submitted 
his ‘diagnosis report” he is urged to 
purchase a supply of the medicine. 
If he does so, he is then urged to 
purchase more. 
If lie states that he 
has experienced no beneficial effects 
he is told that he 
has 
not 
taken 
enough, and this process is likely to 
continue until the limits of his cred­ 
ulity have been reached. 
If, on the 
other hand, he decides at the begin­ 
ning not to puehase the medicine, it 
is likely to he offered to him at suc­ 
cessively lower prices until 
he 
at 
last induced to believe that he can­ 
not afford to ignore such a bargain. 
This is carried to such an 
extent 
that a 
“ treatment,” 
the 
original 
price of which is $25, may be offer­ 
ed at the end of six 
months 
for 
$2.50. 
As a matter of fact the suoeess- 
ful treatment 
of 
tuberculosis 
re­ 
quire- much more tiian the mere giv­ 
ing of medicine and. moreover, what 
will help one case will not necessar­ 
ily help another. Claims that 
are 
absolutely unwarranted are no long- 
er permitted on the labels of medi­ 
cines shipped in 
interstate 
com­ 
merce, hut the wording may he such 
as to convey a misleading impres­ 
sion without the 
use 
of 
absolute 
statements.

| Maggot Trap Devised Which Will | 
Prevent Breeding Of House-Fly { 
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A maggot trap which will practic­ 
ally prevent the breeding of the house 
fly is described in a bulletin of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, No. 
200, “ A Maggot Trap In Practical 
Use; An Experiment in 
House-Fly 
Control.” 
The 
investigators 
who 
carried on this 
experiment at 
the 
Maryland Agriculture! College de­ 
clare that during August and Sept­ 
ember at least 98 per cent of the 
larvae breeding in the manure were 
destroyed, and although 
the trap 
was not so efficient when the wea­ 
ther became colder, even then it great 
ly reduced the number of flies. 


Tbeprinciple of the trap is simple, 
it is easy to construct, and the ex­ 
pence is said to he probably less in 
the long run than the 
investment 
which many farmers now make in 
screens for their dwelling's, and 
sprays and fly-nets for their live 
stock. 
In its roughest outlines the 
trap consists of a concrete basin 
with a latticed 
wooden 
platform 
erected upon it to hold the manure. 
The basin is connected by a drain 
pipe with a small concrete cistern. 
The bottom of the basin is filled with 
water into which the maggots breed­ 
ing in the manure drop, as they are 
about to turn in the pupa or chry­ 
salis stage and 
are 
drowned. 
At 
frequent intervals the water is run 
off into the cistern and is then pump­ 
ed on the manure pile. 
In this way 
all the liquid manure is saved. 
The suecesful operation of this trap 
rest upon several 
facts 
connected 
with the habits 
of the 
house-fly 
which have boon thoroughly establish 
ed by observation. 
The adult fly lays its eggs in fresh 
manure. 
There they remain until 
the larva stage is almost over and 
the insects are about to enter the pu­ 
pa or chrysalis stage. 
At this time 


a pronounced tendency to migrate 
is evident. In consequence if the ma­ 
nure is placed upon a platform with 
a latticework 
bottom 
the 
larvae, 
while migrating, 
will fall 
through 
these openings into the water in the 
basin 
below. 
In 
ease 
of 
the 
experiments 
at 
the 
Maryland 
Agricultural College a careful count 
showed that between July 25 and 
October 1 about 112,000 larvae were 
killed in this way. 
This, however, 
does not include the number that were 
picked up from the basin by sparrows 
or poultry. 
Althougher it is estimat­ 
ed that during the warm weather the 
effieney of the trap was lower, the 
trap’s success was not .so marked. 
This was accounted for by the fact 
that when air is much colder than 
manure heap the larvae will not a t­ 
tempt to leave the heap and there­ 
fore will not fall into the basin. 


Another 
difficulty 
experienced 
arose from mosquitoes 
using 
the 
basin and the cistern to breed 
in. 
This was overcome by cleaning out 
the basin at regular intervals and by 
sprinkling a little oil over the sur­ 
face of the water in the cistern. 
Properly constructed such a trap 
offers no obstacles to the convenient 
and economical handling of manure. 
It is essential, however, that each 
day’s addition to the heap 
should 
he sprinkled with sufficient water to 
keep the manure 
moist 
but 
not 
enough to cause leaching. 
The de­ 
tails of the construction of the trap 
are contained in the bulletin already 
mentioned. 
This particular trap was 
designed to hold the manure pro­ 
duced by three horses 
for 
three 
months, but there is no reason why 
larger quantities should not be trend­ 
ed in the same 
way, 
by 
building 
larger traps or by building several 
of smaller size.

Another thing that prompted the 


city to make this order is that the 
ruling of the public Service Com- 
mission on the increase 
in 
water 


rates asked by the council'is expec- 
ted to come anytime now. as this 
has also been before the commission 
for almost a year. If the rate raise 
is granted, then the city will have 
170 patrons not on meters and this 
is not in accord with orders of the 
commission. According to the. regu^. 
lations of 
the 
commission, 
every 


consumer must be on a meter and 
for this reason the city is determin- 
ed to be prepared when the order 
does come. 


Some people have refused to in- 


stal the meters and the city, through 
this-,order, will force these people to 
show where they stand. City Treas- 
urer Stech and Superintendent Ma- 
liin were instructed to play no fa- 
vorites. On and after May 1 the city 
treasurer will notify the superinten- 
dent of all those who have not put 
up the necessary deposit for meters 
and the water will be immediately 
cut off. The city now has over 800 
water meters in 
service 
and 
the 


council could see no reason why the 
balance of the consumers should not 
be on meters.

The ruling cuts out much 
sensational evidence planned by the 
defense in the .¥50,000 libel suit and 
was regarded as a serious 
setback 


for Roosevelt. Justice Andrews rul- 
ed that Roosevelt can not testify re- 
garding matter not specially raised 
in justification of the libel charges 
and must limit his testimony in his 
answers.

New York, April 21.—Uncle Sam 


today opened bids for the construc- 
tion of two dirigible balloons for the 
United States Navy. 
;This is re- 


garded as the first step towards the 
testing out by this government of 
the value of the Zeppelin type of air- 
craft, which has already played u 
prominent part in the European war. 


Henry Woodhouse, chairman 
of 


the dirigible committee of the Aero 
Club of America, received from the 
Navy Department 
last 
month, 
a 


batch 
of 
proposed 
blanks 
and 


through the efforts of Mr. Wood- 
house, it is believed New York aero- 
nautical circles have become inter- 
ested in this latest effort on the part 
of the Navy to bring its aircraft 
elliciency up to the high standard 
maintained by European powers. 


The proposals call for the manu- 


facture of two dirigibles of the non- 
rigid lye, which will not be over 175 
feet long by fifty feet high and 35 
feet wide, callable of carrying a load 
uf °J,OIIU pounds 
or 
more. 
Uncle 


Sam's new dirigibles must also be 
able to ascend to at least J.OOO feet 
with a full load without disposing of 
ballast and must be able, also to 
come down not slower than six feet 
per second. 


It's not an easy mailer to build

have a speed of '25 miles or so per 
liiuir but must be able to keep up 
such speed for at least two hours.

amateurs about so well that they 
scarcely dare attempt foolish pranks 
with instruments so fraught with 
possibility of disaster, the amateurs 
themselves have come to have too 
high a regard for the wireless service 
to use it for such silly entertainment. 
Government agents -Radio Service, 
Bureau of Navigation ..report that 
abuses of their privilege on the part 
of amateur operators now are ex- 
ceedingly rare.

of five different preparations which

dients of whieh were found

morphine, cinnamic aeid and arsenic 
—not a very safe mixture to 
take 


habitually: second a tunic which was 
supposed to contain iron but did not; 
third, a "cough mixture" made up of 
alcohol, 
choloform 
and 
codiene 


which is aderivative 
of 
opium or 


irtorphine: fourth a mixture which 
contained some quinine and a solu- 
tion of water and alcohol: and fifth 
codeine tablets. 
Even the strongest 


constitution could hardly 
stand 
a 


prolonged course of sneh a treat- 
ment. 


In tlie marketing of such prepar- 


ations considerable ingenuity is fre- 
quently shown. One of the main ob- 


jects is to persuade the patient that 
lie is receiving at 
a comparatively 


low price the individual attention of 
a trained specialist. 
For this pur- 


pose, symptom blanks are employed. 
These contain a number of questions 
about the patient's symptoms, the 
number varying fifiim a doxen or so 
to as many as TO or 80. The patient 
is led to believe that the information 
which lie furnishes in reply to these 
questions will be carefully consider- 
ed before any medicine is prescrib- 
ed for him, though every physician 
knows that an accurate 
diagnosis 


cannot possibly be made in this way. 
As a matter of fact none is attempt- 
ed and the degree cof attention which 
these individual reports receive can 
be measured by the fact that cases 
have come under the observation of 
the 'department in which mail order 
concerns doing a business of this 
kind have 
received 
as 
many 
as 


4,(IOO letters a. day. 


After the patient has submitted 


his 'diagnosis report" he is urged to 
purchase a supply of the medicine. 
If he does so, he is then urged to 
purchase more. If he states that he 
has experienced no bcnefjcial effects 
he is told that he has 
not 
taken 


enough, and this process is likely to 
continue until the limits of his cred- 
ulity have been reached. If, on the 
other hand, he decides at the begin- 
ning not to puchase the medicine, it 
is likely to lie offered to him at suc- 
cessively lower prices until 
he 
at 


last induced to believe that he can- 
not affjrd to ignore such a bargain. 
This is carried to such an 
extent 


that a 
"treatment," 
the 
original 


price of which is .$25. may be offer- 
ed at the end of six 
months 
for, 


$-2.50. 


As a matter of fact the success- 


ful treatment 
of 
tuberculosis 
re- 


quires much more than the mere giv- 
ing of medicine and, moreover, what 
will help one case will not necessar- 
ily help another. Claims that 
are 


absolutely unwarranted are no long- 
er permitted on the labels of medi- 
cines shipped in 
interstate 
com- 


merce, but the wording may he such 
as to convey a misleading impres- 
sion without the 
use 
of 
absolute 


statements. 
Thus 
these 
prepara- 


tions continue to find a sale despite 
the fact that a little trouble on the 
part of the prospective 
purchaser 


will reveal their worthlessness. 


Maggot Trap Devised Which Will 


Prevent Breeding Of House-Fly 


A maggot trap which will practic- 


ally prevent the breeding of the house 
fly is described in a bulletin of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. No. 
200, ;'A Maggot Trap In Practical 
Use; An Experiment in IIouse-Fly 
Control.'' 
The 
investigators 
who 


carried on this experiment at the 
Maryland Agricultural College de- 
clare that during August and Sept- 
ember at least 08 per cent of the 
larvae breeding in the manure were 
destroyed, and although the trap 
was not so efficient when the wea- 
ther became colder, even then it great 
ly reduced the number of flies. 


Tlieprinciple of the trap is simple, 


it is easy to construct, and the cx- 
pence is said to be probably less in 
the long run than the 
investment 


which many farmers now make in 
screens for their dwellings, and 
sprays and fly-nets for their live 
.stock. 
In its roughest outlines the 


trap consists of a concrete basin 
with a latticed 
wooden 
platform 


erected upon it to hold the manure. 
The basin is connected by a drain 
pipe with a small concrete cistern. 
The bottom of the basin is filled with 
water into which the maggots breed- 
ing in the manure drop, as they are 
about to turn in the pupa or chry- 
salis stage and 
are 
drowned. At 


frequent intervals the water is run 
off into the cistern and is then pump- 
ed on the manure pile. In this way 
all the liquid manure is saved. 
The succesful operation of this trap 
rest upon several facts 
connected 


with the habits of the house-fly 
which have been thoroughly establish 
cd by observation. 


The adult fly lays its eggs in fresh 


manure. 
There they remain until 


the larva stage is almost over and, 
the insects are about to enter the pu- 
i 


pa oi- chrysalis stage. At this time] 
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a. pronounced tendency to migrate 
is evident. In consequence if the ma- 
nure is placed upon a platform with 
a latticework bottom 
the 
larvae, 


while migrating, 
will fall 
through 


these openings into the water in the 
basin 
below. In 
case 
of 
the 


experiments 
at. 
the 
Maryland 


Agricultural College a careful count 
showed that between July 25 and 
October 1 about 112,000 larvae were 
killed in this way. 
This, however, 


does not include the number that were 
picked up from the basin by sparrows 
or poultry. Althougher it is estimat- 
ed that during- the warm weather the 
effiency of the trap was lower, the 
trap's success was not .so marked. 
This was accounted for by the fact 
that when air is much colder than 
manure heap the larvae will not at- 
tempt to leave the heap and there- 
fore will not fall into the basin. 


Another 
difficulty 
experienced 


arose from mosquitoes 
using 
the 


basin and the cistern to breed 
in. 


This was overcome by cleaning out 
the basin at regular intervals and by 
sprinkling a little oil over the sur- 
face of the water in the cistern. 


Properly constructed such a trap 


offers no obstacles to the convenient 
and economical handling of manure. 
It is essential, however, that each 
day's addition to the heap 
should 


be sprinkled with sufficient water to 
keep the manure 
moist 
but 
not 


enough to cause leaching. The de- 
tails of the construction of the trap 
are contained in the bulletin already 
mentioned. This particular trap was 
designed to hold the manure 
pro- 


duced by three horses 
for 
three 


months, but there is no reason why 
larger quantities should not be treat- 
ed in the same way, 
by building 


larger traps or by building several 
of smaller size.
